Dates 
i 


While city lads begin talking laz­ 
ily about the close of schools and 
summer vacation, students IS the 
rural schools of the county are in 
many instances taking a jump on 
their city cousins and are being re­ 
leased from the school room for the 
summer romp at early dates. 
County Superintendent A. Floyd 
announced that three schools would 
complete their required eight-months 
work and dismiss classes this week 
while other schools over the coun­ 
ty will suspend activeies at dates 
after this week until May 15. 
In several instances rural schools 
failed to dismiss classes for the cot­ 
ton picking season and on this ac­ 
count schools will be dismissed at 
earlier dates, having completed the 
required work.
